Leaped Into Delaware Bay From 


Burning Motor Boat 


WERE GIVEN UP FOR DEAD 


Exhausted and nearly famished, tell­ 
ing a, story of a marvelous escape from 
death, D. P. Hoover, of Camden, and 
George L. Delker, of Collingswood, N. 
J,, the two Wildwood life guards who 
were reported as being drowned be 
low Bayside, N. J., were picked up on 
Kent island, in Delaware bay, which 
hey had reached after a two-mile swim 
when their motorboat caught lire and 
blew up. 


Relatives who mourned the men as 
dead and were preparing to conduct 
funeral services in case the bodies 
weer recovered from the deep were 
frantic with joy when they heard the 
good news. 


The pair left Camden last Friday 
night in Hoover’s twenty-five-foot mo­ 
torboat, bound for Wildwood, where 
they were to go on duty. 


The boat suddenly caught fire and 
the men barely had time to leap over­ 
board with their clothes on when the 
craft blew up. 


Hampered by their heavy shoes and 
clothing, the guards made a desperate 
effort to reach the shore, a mile away, 
but the wind and tide were against 
them, and they were swept toward 
Kent island. 
For a time they enter­ 
tained little hopes of reaching the isl­ 
and. First one and then the other 
would become exhausted. 
Each took 
turns at keeping the other afloat. Once 
Delker said in despair: 


“It’s no use, Hoover, old man. 
] 
can’t keep up any longer. I am tired 
to death.” 


He was sinking when Hoover grab 
bed him by the hair and dragged him 
to the surface. 
He beat his friend 
vigorously about the arms and should­ 
ers to restore warmth to his chilled 
blood. 


Soon after this Hoover succumbed to 
the chill of the water and sank with­ 
out a word. Then it was Delker's turn 
to act the part of friend and rescuer. 


Then they saw the island close at 
hand. 
But 
a swift 
current 
raced 
Around both sides of the little piece 
of land. Exerting every ounce of their 
remaining strength, they battled with 
the undertow until they felt their feet 
strike aganst the bottom. Then they 
staggered to the shore and fell ex­ 
hausted on the beach. 


They passed the night on the beach, 
but could not make their cries for help 
heard. 


At last, in the late afternoon, the 
occupants of a motorboat observed a 
man standing on a rock and waving 
his undershirt. 
It was Hoover. 
D2I 
ker was lying on the beach, too weak 
to stand. Both men had to be assist­ 
ed into the boat of their rescuers. They 
are confined to their beds, recuperat 
Ing from their experience. 


Hoover’s motorboat was a complete 
wreck. 


Mob Gives Chase In Automobiles, 
Whisked away from a mob, headed 
by the brother of a girl with whose as­ 
sault he is charged, Wesley Miles, col­ 
ored, ^was 
brought from 
Princess 
Anne, Md., to Baltimore and locked up 
in the city jail. 


The assault was upon Maggie, the 
fourteen-year-old daughter of f o r m e r 
Sheriff William Phillips, of Somerset 
county. 


Sheriff Tull made a thrilling run of 
thirty miles in an automobile before 
he succeeded in shaking off his pur­ 
suers, who followed in automobiles. At 
Delmar and Laurel, Del., the would-be 
lynchers were so close behind that the 
sheriff dared not stop at either place 
to catch the train and the race con 
tinued.

Leaped Into Delaware Bay From 


Burning Motor Boat 


WERE GIVEN UP FOR DEAD 


Exhausted and nearly famished, toll- 
ing a story of a marvelous escape from 
death, D. P. Hoover, of Camden, and 
Georgo L. Delker. of Collingswood, N. 
J., the two Wildwood life guards who 
were reported as being drowned be 
low Bayside, N. J., were picked up on 
Kent island, in Delaware bay, which 
hey had reached after a two-mile swim 
when their motorboat caught fire and 
blew up. 


Relatives who mourned the men as 
dead and were preparing to conduct 
funeral services in case the 
bodies 
weer recovered fi*om the deep were 
frantic with joy when they heard the 
good news. 


The pair left Camden last Friday 
night in Hoover's twenty-five-foot mo- 
torboat, bound for Wildwood, where 
they were to go on duty. 


The boat suddenly caught fire and 
the men barely had time to leap over- 
board with their clothes on when the 
craft blew up. 


Hampered by their heavy shoes and 
clothing, the guards made a desperate 
effort to reach the shore, a mile away, 
but the wind and tide were against 
them, and they were swept 
toward 
Kent island. 
For a time they enter- 
tained little hopes of reaching the isl- 
and. 
First one and then the other 
would become exhausted. 
Each took 
turns at keeping the other afloat. Once 
Delker said in despair: 


''It*s no use, Hoover, old man. 
1 
can't keep up any longer. 
I am tired 
to death." 


He was sinking when Hoover grab- 
bed him by the hair and dragged him 
to the surface. 
He beat his friend 
vigorously about the arms and should- 
ers to restore warmth to his chilled 
blood. 


Soon after this Hoover succumbed to 
the chill of the water and sank with- 
out a word. Then it was Delker's turn 
to act the part of friend and rescuer. 


Then they saw the island close at 
hand. 
But 
a 
swift 
current 
raced 
around both sides of the little piece 
of land. Exerting every ounce of their 
remaining strength, they battled with 
the undertow until they felt their feet 
strike aganst the bottom. Then they 
stafîgered to the shore and fell ex- 
hausted on the beach. 


They passed the night on the beach, 
but could not make their cries for helc 
heard. 


At last, in the late afternoon, the 
occupants of a motorboat observed u 
man standing on a rock and waving 
his undershirt. 
It was Hoover. 
DgI 
ker was lying on the beach, too weak 
to stand. 
Both men had to be assist- 
ed into the boat of their rescuers. Thoy 
are confined to their beds, récupérât 
ing from their experience. 


Hoover's motorboat was a complété 
wreck.
